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NSW REPEATERS THREATENED BY FEES 


VK2 repeaters may face eviction from sites across 
New South Wales, Australia, says Phil Wait 
VK2DKN in a news posting to Wireless Institute of 
Australia. The Director General of the NSW 
Department of Lands has written to the WIA 
upholding the Department's decision to impose a 
$367 fee for each amateur radio facility located on 
NSW Crown Land. 


The WIA had written to the Director General in 
August arguing for special consideration for 
communications facilities maintained by small 
amateur radio clubs, and highlighting the strategic 
community resource that amateur radio 
communications facilities provide during 
emergencies. 


In the Department's reply, the Director General 
advises that the site rental fees are prescribed 
under NSW State legislation, and cannot be reduced 
below the minimum rent provisions in that 
legislation. 


This is bad news for small amateur radio clubs 
which maintain repeater facilities on NSW Crown 
Land, and also for those larger clubs which have 
several affected repeater sites. 


The likely outcome is the closure of a number of 
rural amateur radio repeater facilities, or at least 
their relocation to less favourable sites. 


On the other hand, larger well resourced clubs may 
welcome the opportunity fo enter into an agreement 
which guarantees secure tenure for their repeater 
sites located on Crown Land. 


Individual NSW amateur radio clubs adversely 
affected by this new fee should consider their 
position carefully. Failure to enter into a rental 
agreement when asked to do so by the NSW 
Department of Lands may result in eviction from a 
Crown Land site.

The Amateur Radio Lighthouse Society will 
sponsor its annual LIGHTHOUSE CHRISTMAS 
LIGHTS QSO PARTY from December 20, 2008 at 
0001 UTC (4:00 PM PST Friday, December 19) 
through 2359 UTC on Sunday, January 4, 2009 
(3:59 PM PST). The QSO Party is designed to 
promote public awareness of ham radio and 
lighthouses; to contribute to the recognition that 
lighthouses, lightships, and their keepers 
deserve; to foster camaraderie within the ham 
fraternity; and to provide fellowship amongst 
the members of the Amateur Radio Lighthouse 
Society. 


Qualifying contacts include any and all modes. 
Suggested SSB freqs: 1950-1990, 3950-3990, 
7250-7290, 14.250 - 14.290, 21.350-21.390, 
28.350-28.390 (Calling on the centered 0.70 
kHz on each band.) Suggested CW center freqs: 
1830, 3530, 7030, 14.030, 21.030, 28.030 
(these are center calling frequencies. Work 20 
kHz each side of center), NO CREDIT will be 
given for contacts made on WARC bands. To 
alleviate QRM, you are encouraged to spread 
out and work SSB from 50 kHz to 90 kHz and on 
CW work from 10 kHz to 50 kHz (i.e., +/- 20 
kHz of center.) 


Each contact (member or nonmember) gives one 
point. Add two points more if contact is 
Lighthouse Society Member and three points 
more if contact is at a lighthouse or lightship. 
As an incentive for participants to activate a 
light beacon, we are instituting a multiplier. If 


you activate a lighthouse or lightship under the 


rules of the ARLHS, you'll qualify for an a 2x 
multiplier of your total score (as determined 
above).

DXPEDITION TO DESECHEO ISLAND 


The US Fish and Wildlife Service notified a group 
of hams led by veteran DXpeditioners Bob 
Ailphin K4UEE, and Gienn Johnson WOGJ, that 
they will be able to mount a DXpedition to 
Desecheo Island (KP5, IOTA NA-095), February 
12 - 26, 2009 <hitp://www.kp5.us/>. Desecheo 
is a small uninhabited island in the Mona 
Passage, 14 miles off the western coast of Puerto 
Rico. Desecheo is number 7 on the Most Wanted 
DX list and is part of the USFWS's national 
wildlife refuge system administered by the 
Caribbean National Wildlife Refuge Complex. 
Only 15 operators will be allowed on the island 
at one time. 


According to DXCC Manager Bill Moore NCIL, 
the lack of amateur activity on Desecheo is due 
to the USFWS not issuing the needed Special Use 
permits. Johnson said the team will be running 
CW, SSB and RTTY on 160-6 meters.
